AFFAIRS AT CHRISTMAS-TIDE. 


————@——— 

(Daily. Press, 25th December.) 
Christmas-tide in the closing year of 
the Nineteenth Century bids fair to be 
almost if not quite the most peaceful the age 
has witnessed. The sullen rumblings of 
approaching storm with which the year 
opened have quieted down and apparently 
passed away, and the world can esp its 
festival with a fair prospect that it is about 
to enter on an untroubled sea. So in the 
ancient times while the Halcyon built its 
“nest nature to aid the task left off the 
elemental strife, and the year after its gales 
and uprisings closed in peace. But tran- 
quil as were the Halcyon days, the sailor, who, 
trusting too blindly and persumptuously 
on the good gifts of the gods, neglected the 
seaman’s precautions, found no favour from 
Oxtympus. For him the Halcyon brought 
no respite, and well might he deem himself 
lucky if with his unkempt bark he succeed- 
ed with whole skin in reaching the haven. 
Fortunately for us the promise of the time 
is bettér than was held out to the ancient 
mariner. The past vear has been one of 
anxieties and turmoil. When it opened the 
sky was overcast, and no one could tell 
whence the threatened storia might come 
nor how soon it might involve the world in 
its circle. It was not that any particular na- 
tion was troubled; the feeling was universal. 
Britain was engaged in a war of which she 
had underrated the importance, and the 
birds whose delight it is to pounce on the 
wounded quarry were hovering about. 
France was smarting from the unpleasant 
revelations -a milit case had disclosed, 
and was momentarily reckless. The United 
States were not happy, for influences 
inimical to internal order and foreign peace 
were being dragged to the front. A wave 
of unsuspected ruffianism had passed 
through Europe; the Empress of Austria 
had fallen its first victim, but the Prince of 
Wales had been attacked, the King of Italy 
had been murdered, and several other plots 
which involved the lives of nearly-*every 
sovereign in Europe were only discovered in 
time to prevent an equally fatal ending. 
» During the course of the year broke forth

been camcustiry | nursed by the intruding 
woman who had seized the reins of power in 
China, and who, like revolutionists in all 
ages, saw her only hope lay in fire and 
slaughter. Fortunately the Dowager T'szE

one, and seeing this there has been a marked 
diminution of those forces which tend to- 
wards disruption. Both in Great Britain 
and in the United States recent elections 
have shown that the people are not only 
united but know their minds, so that there 
is left little room for the agitator to make 
use of his sinister influence. On the whole 
then there are signs that the worst of the 
tempest is over, and all are beginning to 
enquire whether by a little yielding on the 
part of each some permanent ground of 
union may be found. At all events there is 
abroad less of the spirit of mere unfriend- 
liness, and opportunities which might have 
been taken for showing an unfriendly feel- 
ing have been passed by or cleverly evaded. 


THE REPRESSION OF BRITISH 
ENERGY. 
—_——_—__—_9-—___- 

(Daily Press, 24th December.) 


It is not long since we referred to the gen- 
eral repression of British trade and energy 
which has been conspicuous in our relations 
with China during the last ten years. It 
was not so much the actual loss, though in 
some directions Great Britain had actually 
gone backward, as in the proportionate de- 
cay when compared with other countries 
and the fact that it was in staples, which 
but a few years ago we held our own by a 
kind of prescription. That the fault was to 
be attributed to mistakes on the part of our 
Government, irrespective of party, we pointed 
out, as well as the very different manner in 
which other countries, more especially Ger- 
many and the United States, treated their 
nationals. On the one hand it was a policy 
of holding back ; the merchant was an in- 
dividual to be ‘feared and restrained, and the 
duty of the Consul, and more especially that 
elaborate organisation of the Supreme Court, 
was in the first instance avowedly directed 
to the suppression of the obnoxious trader. 
On the other, the representative of his gov- 
ernment was before every other consideration 
to remember that he was sent to China to 
foster German or American interests, and 
that his position as a repressor of crime was 
not to be looked upon as antagonistic to 
this object. The consequence of these differ- 
ent interpretations of their duty is that the 
British Consular Official sees everything at 
first as a judge views the business of his 
court. It does not, in fact, concern him 
in the slightest degree, except so far us 
it may, or until it comes before him judi- 
cially.

NEWS AND THE CENSORSHIP.

3 With the advent of Christmas the already 
scanty information about the progress of 
negotiations at Peking has become still 
scantier. As we learnt at the beginning of 
the week, the anouncement of:an agreement 
between the Powers on the disputed points 
has given satisfaction at home, causing a 
rise of a half to one and a: half point in 
Chinese issues. It may be taken for granted, 
therefore, that the Allies have actually 
3 arrived at unanimity in their demands on 
és China, and that a working compromise has 
: been discovered which every nation ainong 
them has consented to support. A Japanese 
native paper, the Chugai Shogyo, whose in- 
| formation has been good during the present 
= crisis in China, reports on the authority of 
its Shanghai correspondent that the Powers 
have approved on the twelve articles of the 
proposals carried in the Ministers’ conference 
at Peking and some of them have already 
ordered their Ministers to proceed with the 
peace negotiations, but. the authority allotted 
to them, it is added, is not very full, and in 
every instance they have heen instructed 
to wait for advice from their home Govern- 
ments. The Chugai Shogyo continues by 
stating that the powers are now appointing 
their respective peace envoys, and that formal 
eace negotiations are expected to begin at. 
the end of January next. A Shanghai 
telegram to the Mainichi, dated the 17th 
instant, is to the effect that the foreign 
Ministers were then discussing the demands 
on China, consisting of a hundred clauses, 
and that it was reported that military 
operations will be begun against China if 
she refuses to comply with the ultimatum, 
which will be forwarded as soon as the 
conference of the powers is concluded. 
bee Other Japanese papers, moreover, add the 
m4 report that Li Huno-cuana’s personal 
ns followers have returned to Shanghai, “on 
account of the determined attitude of the 
Powers, who threaten to continue the 
military operations in case China evinces 
the least disposition to ask for an: amend- 
ment of the peace conditions.” 

These reports from leading Japanese 
vernacular papers support one another, but 
up to the present we have no confirmation, 
from non-Japanese sources, of the threat tu 
prosecute the war in default of a ready 
compliance, on the part of China, with the 
demands of.the Powers. There is no doubt 
a sufficient reason for our lack of news in the 
censorship exercised over European press 
correspondents, whereas unless the Japanese 
reports are inventions there is not the 
saine stoppage of news in Japan.

In 
fact, Russian diplomacy has shown its usual 
perspicacity. In the whole matter of Man- 
churia Russia has been able to profit by the 
action or inaction of others. It was the blow 
struck by Japan at China which first gave 
her the chance of securing a foothold at Port 
Arthur, after Germany had seized Kiao- 
chow. It was British official want of purpose 
and ignorance of the facts which made that 
foothold permanent and exclusive. British 
officialdom has assisted again, in the past 
half-year, in the extension of Russian control 
over a great part of Southern Manchuria. 
There seems no reason why Russia should 
now take less than she can get. Our corres- 
pondent asks: “Is the im nee of the 

rovince (Manchuria) sufficient to justify us 
in taking steps to keep the trade open to all 
comers?” This might be put another way. 
Are we to expect Russia, it might be asked, 
to keep the pledges which she has given 
about the trade of China? One of the 
objects of the Anglo-German Agreement 
concerned the maintenance of the integrity 
of China. If our diplomatists are about 
to assent to the quibble that Manchuria 
is not part of China, are they also going 
to agree to the shutting out of our 
traders from the province? Every in- 
dividual out here has been considering 
these questions, as our correspondent says 
that he should; but we very much doubt 
whether the taxpayer at home is giv- 
ing even a moment's thought to them. If 
he does, he probably soothes his feelings 
with the idea that there is the open trade 
of the Yangtze Valley, not troubling to 
reflect that this was always open to us and 
that of South Manchurian trade he is pro- 
posing to surrender his country’s share in 
return for nothing at all. When the history 
of England’s connection with the Chinese 
Empire comes to be written, the future 
historian will be able to point out one 
phrase which did incalculable harm to the 
interests of England in China, namely “our 
sphere of influence in the Yangtze Valley.”

RUSSIAN OPERATIONS IN 
MANCHURIA.

THE RUSSIAN OCCUPATION. 

News despondent in tone is reaching us here 
from Newchwang. Outrages on Chinese, and 
when opportunity offers on forcigners as well, 
seem to be the order of the day in the country 
lying round that port. Boxers and soldiers 
alike unite in robbing and murdering all and 
any they meet in their day's march. The Rus- 
sian forces have captured the town of Liao 
Yang without encountering any or much re- 
sistance, It is reported that the Russian 
general met with some mishap in the course 
of these operations, but of no serious nature, 
and is now in peaceable possession of the town. 
But news like this is, after all, but the counter- 
part of what might and does come from a hun- 
dred other places and districts in North China. 
The point in connection with Manchuria that 
is to be noted is the tacit acceptanco by Englaad 
of Russian occupation. On the other hand, 
there is the fact of the non-interference of 
Russia with Shanghai and the Yangtze Valley 
generally. So that what has been rejected by 
both countries under the name of Spheres of 
Possession has been accepted under that of 
Spheres of Pacification. How long that paci- 
fication will last, whether it will be of such 
indefinite extent as to merge the latter in- 
to the former, depend on the countless threads 
that go to make up the web of diplomacy. 
But to the ordinary observer the fact is 
patent, from the date of the withdrawal of 
the British Fleet from Port Arthur down to 
the present moment when Ruasian troops and 
Russian troops alone are operating round and 
about Newchwang, that the British Govern- 
ment have determined to recognize that it is a 
place gone beyond their control; and that, no 
matter under what name the nominal possessor 
may appear, the actual influence and power 
over Manchuria will remain in Russian hands ; 
or at least until such time as that dream of Sir 
Robert Hart's is realized, and China's millions 
sweep Russian and English, Slav and Saxon, 
before them on.their western march. 

THE QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 

It is pleasant to be able to record that the 
most trustworthy accounts from Manchuria 
describe the Russian operations as being con- 
ducted on the lines of civilized warfare and that 
such scenes as accompanied the Russian con- 
quest of the country round Khiva are neither 
authorized nor enacted in Manchuria. Suppos- 
ing then the pacification carried out. restoration 
of order will bring renewal of trade, and with 
that renewal the certainty that British mer- 
chants will. as before, make strenuous efforts to 
obtain their share of it. Must it and does 
it of necessity follow that they will not suc- 
ceed in doing this? If not, is the importance 
of the province sufficient to justify us in 
taking steps to keep the trade open to all 
comers? Can any steps which England can tako 
keep it from falling under the denomination of 
Russia? These are questions which not only 
every individual out here must consider and 
answer, but which every individual tax-payer at 
home must have plainly put before him and be 
called upon to decide. 

MANCHURIA AND THE YANGTZE. 

The situation may not inaptly be compared 
to’ the Fashoda incident. French trade is as 
welcome up the Nile as English, but if there is 
any pacification to be done we showed pretty 
plainly that it was we, not France, who would

The total number on the roll for this year is 
192, and the average daily attendance is 149. 
Of this number 101, including 40 boys, belong 
to the Infant Department. Mrs. Bateman re- 
turned from England and resumed her duties 
as Head Mistress on Sth QDetober, Mrs. Tutcher 
acting as Head Mistress during her absence. 
The school was examined on the 18th, 19th, 
and 20th July by the Inspector of Schools, from 
whose report the following is culled :—* The 
Head Mistress and the Assistant Teachers are 
to be congratulated on the result of the ox- 
amination, After’ three annual examinations 
T can confidently say that the Government has 
every reason to be satisfied with tho school. 
Not only is the general tone excellent, and 
the behaviour of the pupils good, but a sound 
and thorough elementary education is also given. 
The school is divided into an Upper and 
Junior School. The Junior School, consisting of 
three classes, is in charge of Mrs. Tutcher, 
when the Head Mistress isin the Colony. At 
“present (July) Miss. K. Turner is in charge, and 
the infant class is being taught by Miss Olson, 
a temporary teacher. - During the year classes 
Iand IL have been taught by Mrs, Tutcher, 
classes I1I and IV by Miss Long, and classes V 
and VI by Miss Turner. At present the 
whole time of the Head Mistress is taken up 
ing the general supervision which she ought to 
- have’ over the rest of theschool. I do not 
think that more than half the time of a 
Head Master or Mistress ought to be 
taken. up with class teaching, and I hope 
that when occasion arises the services 
- of another trained European teacher will be ob- 
tained for the school. Tho state of the Junior 
School reflects great credit on Miss Turner 
and Miss Olson, as they have been working 
thrqughout the year without having the bonefit 
of continuous European supervision. Miss Olson 
has proved herself a competent teacher, and the 
efficiency of the infant class is higher than if 
has been for the last two years. Some of the 
boys appeared likely to be very tronblesome at 
times, and I have sug to the Head 
Mistress. that as the school-is a girls’ school, un- 
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ruly and lazy boys ought not to be oar 
to hamper the teacher in the slig 

gree, but should be removed from school if 
they are making no

Most of 
the Europeans on board were drowned, amongst 
them this man John Harpor. Subsequent to the 
death of John Hurpar, the defendant, Hugh 
Fletcher Carmichael, having no interest at all 
in the shares, caused entry to be made in the 
register of shares of Carmichael and Com- 
pany, Ltd., that he was the owner of these 
ten shares belonging to John Harper. It 
will be shown in evidence that Mr. Carmi- 
chael was at that timo a director of Carmichael 
and Company. Ltd., and as such director he 
ordered Mr. W. H. Potts to make an entry in 
the books to the effect that he, Carmichael, was 
entitled to these ten shares. 

His Worship— When was that entry made ? 

Mr. Pollock—That will be shown when the 
books are produced, your Worship. Subsequent 
to the death of John Harper, his brother, Ar- 
chibald Harper, arrived in this colony, and, as 
representing his brother's estate, he sold these 
shares toa Mr. Ritchioat the price of $10 a 
share. 

His Worship—Was this Archibald Harper 
the administrator of John Harper's estate ? 

Mr. Pollock—I cannot tell your Worship 
whether he was actually the administrator or 
not, but at all events he sold to Mr. Ritchie the 
ten shares belonging to tho deceased man, and 
Mr. Ritchie agreed to huy these ton shares at 
the price of Sl0 por share. He paid over SLU) 
for theso ten shares to Mr. Archibald Harper. 
and got aroceipt forthatsum. Shortly after, Mr. 
Ritchie applied to have the shares registered in 
the books of Carmichael and Company, as owner 
of these ten shares, and found out, on applying, 
that these ten shares were registered in the 
name of Hugh Fletcher Carmichael, the defen- 
dant. Mr. Ritchie purchased these shares on 
the 22nd of Decemher, 1898, and was constantly 
pressing, after that date, that these shares should 
be registered in his name, Finally on the 27th 
of October, 1899, a certificate was issued by Car- 
michael aud Company, Ltd.. in favour of Mr. 
Ritchie, and your Worship may think it a 
material circumstance in this case that between 
December. 1898, and October, 1899, the tims 
when Mr. Ritehio was pressing that these shares 
should bs put into his name, the defendant 
displayed some anxiety to bay these shares 
from Mr. Ritchis at the prico of 811 per 
share. He would thus, of courss have given 
Mr. Ritchie a profit of one dollar per sharo 
on the transaction. However, Mr. Ritchio 
was unwilling to do that, and finally the .cer- 
tificate for the shares were issued in the name 
of Mr. Ritchic, on the 27th of October, 1809. 
The position of the defendant in this matter 
appears to be this: Hoe had, withont nny right, 
title, or authority, caused ten shares belonging 
to the deceased man John Harper to b3 trans- 
ferred into his namo. That was dono at 
‘a time when the defendant was a director 
of the company, and the order was given 
to Mr. Potts, the secretary of ths com- 

any. I submit, your Worship, the defon- 
dant had no right or title or authority 
to cause these shares to be put into his own name, 
and that it was done with an intend to defraud. 
I also submit, your worship, a7 a fair inference, 
that an attempt to defraud does exist, and that 
it was extremely suspicious that the defendant 
shou!d have been so auxious to buy thosa shares 
from Mr. Ritchie. It shows that the defendant 
realised ha must have done something wrong— 
something he ought not to have done; and I 
think I shall ba able to show qe 
when the facts of the case have beon fally, laid 
before you, that there wa: an intent to defraud.

This is all very well, and brings joy to 
the hearts of the Volunteers, but it certainly 
seems as though the War Department is count- 
ing its chickens before they are hatched. Under 

i the actual conditions existing to-day there is no 
| provision for the raising of new regiments to 
li replace the Volunteers, and there are not 
enough regular troops stationed in the United 
States to do more than maintain order in their 
several districts. In fact the States have never 
in their history been in a much worse position 
as regaris home protection. Almost the entire 
army is on foreign service. For the last three 
weeks Congress has been struggling with the 
Army Bili, and up to to-day we have had no 
notice of its passage or rejection. This most 
important Bill provides for the necessary in- 
crease in the forces that will admit of the 
substitution of regular troops for the present 
Volunteers. Jta provisioas were framed to 
authorize the raising of an army sufficiently 
large to immediately relieve the twenty-four 
infantry regiments and the 11th Cavalry now 
in the Philippines. It is in this way only that 
the Volunteers can be returned to America, 
Even the most optimistic person will concede 
that it would be impossible to withdraw the 
volunteer army without ruining all hope of 
gucoess in the archipelago. In view of these 
conditions it is surprising that we hear of the 
order for the return of all the Volunteers before 
the decision of Congress is known. In the 
meantime we must put faith in Congress and 
the War Department and take it for granted 
that they thoroughly understand each other.

mosquito theory that no one can éxplain “how 
the firat foyer germ started.“ Curiously enough 
s friend asked me the same question, vis., 
how did an anopheles mosquito first get a 
fever gorm into hini, and I could only. answer 
in the same way as the local “maniac” and refer 
him to the origin of all living things. I‘can- 
not see why this is a difficulty.” Let us take ono 
or two parallel -cases. Mistletoo is a parasitic 
plant growing on several kinds of trees. One 
might almost call it a disease of the tree, since 
it wenkens the tree by absorbing the sap for its 
own growth. Birds eat mistletoe borries and 
deposit the seeds about in various places. Some 
seed finds o resting place in a crevice of a 
suitable tree and grows again into a bunch of 
mistletoe. Because no one can tell me how 
first a treo became attacked by.mistletoe, or how 
a bird first came to have a mistletoe berry 
inside it, this want of knowledge does not in any 
way disprove the fact that mistletoe is a 
parasitic growth on trees, and that it is trans- 
mitted from tree to tree by birds. 

Another instance which is perhaps more appo- 
sito. One form of tapo-worm which inhabits 
the intestines of man gets there by man eating ~ 
pig’s flesh in which the worm exists in- an 
embryonic encysted form. Theso embryos on 
getting into a man develop into a tape-worm, 
which lays eggs at the rate of several thousand 
per day. Some fow oggs-finally get swallowed 
by a pig, and in the pig develop into the 
enoysted form which imbeds itself in his'muscles 
to be again eaten by man, and so the cycle of the 
life of the tape-worm goes on. These are well 
ascertained facts, but who can say how the pig 
first got the embryonic tape-worm? Wo can 
only say it is part of the scheme of nature, 
which is only avother way of confessing 
our ignorance. Almost exactly similar is the 
malarial germ. It is a true living parasite, 
living in the blood of man and passed from 
man to man by a certain variety of mosquito, 
but heaven only knows how or when it first. 
originated in nature. Nor does our want 
of knowledge in this respect in any way i 
disprove the’ malaria mosquito theory: sie

Let him go 
and study the subject - microscopically and 
otherwise, and after that perhaps he may 
be more fitted to teach the public through the 
columns of a daily paper. One thing is certain, 
and that is that malaria is o. parasitic disease, 
that. tho: parasite is a living organism which 
has its habitat in man’s blood corpuscles; it is 
taken up by mosquitoes with the blood, and in 
one species (anopheles) finds 9 suitable host in . 
which to grow. In that mosquito it undergoes 
certain changes, increasing and multiplying and 
finally gets injected with the salivary secretion 
into whatever the soa ap bites. Ifitbeaman, - — 
that man will probably get an attack of. fever:

Lamp). I suppose “ Visitor” means that the 
wire gauze of the Humphrey Davy lamp pre- 
vents the inflammable gases of which fire damp 
is composed from reaching the flame. Unfortu- 
nately for “ Visitor's” argument, the reverse 
is the case. Fire-damp freely through 
the gauze of the lamp and actually burns inside, 
but the metallic gauze conducts the heat awa 
so quickly that the flame will not pass through. 
the gauze and ignite the gases on the outside. 
Anyone may prove this for himself by holding 
a piece of wire gauze over a turned-on gas- 
burner and lighting the gas above it.

The power invested in the 
Foreign Ministars is stated to be limitod, asthe 
Gover :ments raserve ths right of final decision 
in importantaffairs. The Diplomatic Corps has 
at last acknowledged Prinea Ching and Viceroy 
Li Hung-chang us the Chinese paaco ministers 
vested with plenary powers, but some of the 
allied Powers have not yet appointed their 
representatives to negotiate peace with the 
Chinese Commissioners, aud accordingly the 
formal opening of the peace negotiations will pro- 
bably not take placo till the end of next month. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE 
GERMAN EXPEDITION. 


———— 

The official report concerning the German 
Expoditionary Force to the Far East contains 
a numbor of interesting details which aro now 
made known for the first time: 5,579 horses 
have been procured at the immense cost of 
£672,899. It was out of the question to sond 
German horses to the Far East through the 
Red Sea and the tropics during tho hottest 
season of the year, nor could China bs reckoned 
upon to supply a sufficient number of service- 
able horsss. Arms, ammunition, and_fiold 
appliances of the newest make wore got to- 
gether. As this material had to bo tiken from 
tha supplies stered up in case of war, steps 
will he taken to replace it by April 1, Lo. 
Only the material for two mountain batteries 
had to be hought. as it was not comprised in the 
army stores. The equipment of the force with 
arms, ammunition, and fis'd appliances had 
baen su well provided for, that no reservo reiu- 
forcements will probably ba nocessary. The 
food supply sent out with the force is sufficient 
to meet all demands for some long time, 
and in auy case fresh supplies could bo des- 
patched from: Germany before tho present 
supplics camo to an end. An adequate sup- 
ply of winter clothing was provided in 
view of the difficulties of quick transport in 
China. Both the clothing and esiaeal equip- 
ment given out to every man were made 
in view of the special conditions of life on 
the voyage and also in China. Six. field 
hospitals can accommodate 1,200 men, and tonts 
for the sick, movable barracks, and wood for 
building barracks have also boen taken out. and 
their uso will furnish accommodation for 1,000 
men. The hospital stores already iu China will 
meet the wants of 3,000 sick and wounded for 
four months. Tho official report shows very 
clearly that the authorities have taken tho

We unreservedly 
accept “his Excellency’s assurance and that of 
the Colonial Treasurer, which have been pro- 
duced to us, that no increased salary was drawn 
by any official until such increases had been 
duly voted by the Legislative Council, and 
we express our sincere regret that the un- 
founded allegations in question should have 
been made or allowed to appear in the issue 
above referred to. We tender to His Excellency 
our apology for any annoyance caused to or 

- aspersion cast on him by the statements of our 
correspondent, whiclt ho has regarded as a 
libel on him, necessitating recourse to legal 
proceedings if allowed to stand uncontradicted
